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Kinloch Rannoch is a small and picturesquely 
situated village on the western shore of Loch 
Rannoch. It possesses good accommodation for 
tourists and visitors, who find it an excellent 
centre for exploring the beauties of the Loch Glen 
Tummel and the charming surrounding couniry, or 
for making the ascent of the Scottish giant, 
Schiehallion (3,547 feet). The waters of Loch 
Rannoch afford good boating, bathing and fishing. 
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
